Monica city council mestings on public radio, Last week, those Jack- 
asses spent a good hour arguing about how to redecorate tie chambers, 
that they hold the meeting in. A subject of great debate was a partition 
that some of the council members wanted to erect by the refrigerator to 
shield them from sight as they ate a snack or drank 2 soda pop, (There's 
nothing | hate more than an old person saying “soda pop.")

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ocated just north of Berkeley, the Benicia park 
was the first of the NorCal public parks. Naturally, 
I'm not counting ‘The Dish” in Hunter's Point, 
San Francisco. The Dish has been there a long time, 
but nobody skates it. You may remember Tommy 
Guerrero skating it in the second “Bones Brigade” 
video, Future Primitive. 'm not sure how they pulled 
that off because the reality is that that place is danger- 
ous. Small children who live in the surrounding projects 
ritually throw rocks at anyone who shows up to skate. 
If you retaliate, they calmly retreat into their homes and 
return with older, more formidable relatives brandishing 
weapons. In short, it's really not worth the hassle. 
Benicia has a similarly unimpressive look about it—just 
a bunch of lumps in an empty parking lot—but is worth 
the trip.

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he Palo Alto park is 

located right off the 

101 about 20 minutes 
south of San Francisco. | 
once heard Kevin Thatcher 
remark that the park was 
poorly designed and dan- 
gerous. Whatever, nega- 
tron. | like this park because 
you can go real fast without 
ever having to push, and the 
volcano in the middle of the 
park is grindable. There are 
two other bowls—one deep 
and one shallow. Phil Shao 
probably skates this park 
better and faster than any- 
one on Earth. The one 
drawback here, though, 
which makes this park very 
unpopular, is that full pads 
are required, and they don't 
have any to loan you. The 
“yard duty,” who enforces 
the law, is usually someone 
famous though. For 
instance, Doug Smith, an 
old G&S pro, sat out there 
for a brief stint, but he was 
relieved by Ray Stevens, 
bass player for one of skate 
punk’s finest bands, the 
Faction.

you can see, | had some trouble figuring out the expo- 
sure—you try reading those litte F-stop and shutter-speed 
numbers at 6:30 in the morning, with bleeding palms, stil 
drunk after losing $1,250.

There was a demo scheduled the next day—a

and his four friends. There was no setup; everyone just 
skated around the streets for a few hours before going to 
1 youth center that had a litte outdoor park. Everyone had 
fun, and we were thanked with Mike Tyson Tshirts and 
denim vests that had been donated to the center by the 
MGM Grand when Tyson lost his contract with them after 
the eapbiting incident. This alone made the Vegas stop 
‘worthwhile because the vests had the word “Liberation” 
embroidered on the back. The tour now had a purpose: We 





were missionaries and liberation was the way. By the end 
of this tour, we were to be liberated in every sense of the 
word and would attempt to liberate everyone we met 
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shove-it on Phoenix ‘crete. 





‘Once we liberated ourselves from the clutches of 
Vegas, we headed for Phoenix, Arizona. The Phoenix park 
Is probably the most amazing arrangement of concrete in 
America: Its smooth, fun, free, open until ten at night, and 
rollerbladers aren't allowed. We stayed there all day, min- 
‘led with the locals and met Paul, Paul is special and left 
guite an impression on us, and we missed him the rest of 
the tour. 

‘We spent the night in nearby Tempe, a college town 
which had several females in dire need of iteration, and a 
few of us went out ona mission to liberate their repressed 
collegiate souls, The following is a firsthand account of an 
attempt at liberation where the Liberator became the 
Liberate, The names of the participants have been with- 
held to avoid controversy and to ensure the success of 
future missions.
